Response to Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Jamali et al.(U.S. Patent Number 
6,269,188) being the most pertinent piece of prior art teaches a method of determining at least one OCR-output 
character attribute for each of the OCR-output characters in the OCR-output text passage as well as determining an 
error rate for the OCR-output text passage using a "triage" model and the determined OCR-output character 
attributes and then comparing. What Jamali doesn't disclose is the text passage having "text segments" and 
determining an error rate for the OCR-output text passage as a whole. Further searching on these added limitations 
has yielded no viable pieces of prior art, which could be used to teach these added limitations. On that basis the 
Examiner finds this application to be in condition for allowance.
